In view of the conditions laid down by 
the governor Mr. Yates ‘is reinforced in his 
present determination not to be a candidate 
by the advice of his friends: At the same 
time these friends, mostly officeholders 
under Deneen, affirm that the proposition 
the governor made Yates was a tender of 
services which would meet all the obliga- 
tions under which the present governor 
rests with respect to the former. Never- 
theless the proposition did not meet Mr. 
Yates’ expectations and did not encourages 
him to belleve that he would be justified in 
entering the race against Cullom. 

The present trend of affairs seems to in- 
dicate that Mr. Hamlin will be the state 
administration candidate against Cullom 


and the federal organization, and that the 


fight will have one of its chief centers in 

Chicago, where it will be Hamlin against 

Cullom and Deneen against Lorimer. 
Whether Mr. Yates accepts or refuses 


“Gov. Deneen’s proposition Mr. Hamlin will 


be the administration candidate against 
Cullom in Cook county. It was at this con- 
dition that the former governor balked. 


Deneen Arranges the Conference. 


The conference between the governor and 
Mr. Yates’ friends was arranged by Deneen. 
He called in the principal supporters who 
were with Yates in the primary fight for 
governor—W. Scott Cowen, grain inspector; 
A. L. French and James Neville of the rail- 


‘road and warehouse commission, Len Small, 


state treasurer, and State Senator Ed. Curtis 
of Kankakee, Charles Tinney, purchasing 
agent for the prison industries; H. Hanby 
Jones, pure food inspector; Secretary 
Wheeler of the state central committee, with 
Yates himself. 

Deneen and these men sat down to talk 
Tuesday afternoon, and the discussion lasted, 
with interruptions for meals, until 2 o’clock 
yesterday morning, as was reported. After- 
wards Yates.and,his friends had another 
conference, at which he was advised not to 
become a candidate. Senator Small and 
others who were present came to Chicago 
during the day. 


Yates Claims Support. 

At the outset of the first conference Yates 
explained his position squarely. He said 
that in view of his services to Deneen at the 
state convention in 1904 when he threw his 
delegates to the present governor he should 
be given the unqualified support of the pres- 
ent state administration. He asked that De- 
neen announce himself publicly and formally 
for him for election to the senate, and that 
all the strength of the state organization, in- 
cluding particularly the Cook county organ- 
ization, be thrown to him. 

These things, he sald, he had a right to ask. 
Gov. Deneen then presented his side of the 
proposition. He said that the interests of the 
state organization seemed to demand that at 
least two|candidates be placed in the field, 
possibly three. 

He said he had been visited by Lieut. Gov. 
Gherman that morning, and that Sherman 
had promised to serve in any capacity in 
which he might be needed. 

*Tll be a candidate or I'l even support 
Yates,’ Sherman quoted as saying. 

Furthermore, the governor said, Mr. Ham- 
lin wanted to be a candidate, and the state 
organization needed the strength his can- 
didacy would bring to the anti-federal cam- 
paign. Hamlin, it was pointed out, would be

DOCTOR TIES NUPTIAL KNOT. 


Relatives Gone for License and Min- 
ister Arrives Too Late. 


The life of the man ion the hospital cot was 
almost ended. The physicians stood by, 
uwaiting the end. Kneeling at the bedside, 
a girl was sobbing. At last, knowing death 
to be near, the man begged some one to per- 
form the marriage ceremony. One of the 
doctors hastily repeated the words and 
joined the hands of the man and the girl in 
the marriagé vow. Then with a smile anda 
sigh the man died. 

The bridegroom was Edward L. Boardman, 
a switchman in the employ of the Illinois 
Steel company at South Chicago. The young 
woman was Miss Edith Bruszger, who lives 
with her mother at 45 Ninety-first etreet. 
The scene was the hospital of the steel com- 
pany. 

Crushed Between Cars. 

‘Boardman was at work in the morning in 
the steel company’s plant, He stood at his 
post in the midst of the hurtling, crashing 
movement of the business of the gréat rolling 
mills. Cars of pig iron shunted this way and 
that, cars of molten metal screamed on over- 
head tracks, engines shoved and backed, and 
the huge roHs thun@ered above eeioeg 
noise, 

Suddenly a car came this way and another 
car that way, and Boardman got between 
them, There was 4 bang of the shunting 
cars, a scream from between them, and the 
body of the switchman slipped down be- 
neath the trucks. Men came running from 
all directions, and the wounded man. was 
carried into the hospital. 

A messenger was sent to the switchman’s 
residence, 41 Ninety-first street. His rela- 
tives came in haste,/and bringing with them 
Miss Bruszer. In vain they sought some 
sign of hope in the eyes of the attending 
surgeons. 

’ Tell me the truth, doctor—I can stand it,” 
pleaded Boardman. 

“ You may not live, my boy—perhaps you 
won't live the day out,"’ said the physician. 

“Then I want to be married. Edith, will 
you marry me this—this way?’ 


Off for License and Minister. 


The girl sobbed her assent. But they could 
not be married without a license, and it was 
ten miles to the city hall.. But while a brothe 
of the dying man sét off to find a minister 
Miss Bruszer’s mother hurried downtown on 
an Illinois Central train. She sought out the 
county building only to find the marriage 
license bureau removed to the Rand-McNally 
building. She had lost twénty minutes when 
she reached the LUcense window at last. 
There she met a new obstruction. 

“'We cannot issue a license except directly 
to one of the persons to be married,’’ the clerk 
said. ‘“‘It is the new law.’’ 

Then Chief Clerk Salmonson heard 
story. 

“ Law or no law, you get the license,”’ ex- 
claimed he, seizing the blank forms and fill- 
ing one out himself. 

Meanwhile, in the factory hospital, the phy- 
sicilans had administered réstoratives, mak- 
ing the dying man as comfortable as possible, 
Then they left him alone with his love and 
death. An hour passed—an hour and a half— 
and stil] no sign of the mother returning with 
the license or the brother with the minister. 

I can’t see you 
plainly.”” gasped the man. A little while he 
lay quiet, but at last roused himself again. 

“They won't come in time, doctor,’’ he 
whispered. ‘‘ Can't you do—can’t you say the 
words?

Doctor Performs Ceremony. 

The girl, too, had lifted her tear swollen 
face and now implored the physician to per- 
form the ceremony. Dr. Hannah S. Starrow 
stepped forward.

BUDAPEST SCENE 
QF FIERCE RIOT, 


Socialist Mob of 1,500 Attacks 
Independence Hall and 
Desperate Fighting 
Follows. 


FIFTY HURT, 8 MAY DIE. 


Political Situation in Hungary 
Rapidly Becoming Worse and 
Revolt Sentiment Is 


Growing. 


BUDAPEST, Hungary, Sept. 27.—Between 
forty and fifty persons were injured in riots 
here this evening, when socialists and ad- 
herents of the coalition parties, including 
students, clashed opposite the Roya! hotel, 
and for two hours there were scenes of tre- 
mendous excitement. The Royal hotel is the 
headquarters of the Independence club, in 
which is the council room of the coalition 
leaders. 

Eight of the wounded, it is feared, will die. 

The students and other supporters of the 
coalition had arranged for a gigantic torch- 
Auring the. 
day the socialists issued inflammatory proc- 
lamations calling on all socialists and others 
opposed to the! coalition to gather and fight 
for their rights, which they said the coali- 
tion was trying fo sidetrack under cover of 
an alleged affront by the king-emperor to 
the whole nation. 

Owing to these proclamations the coalition 
leaders decided to postpone the torchlight 
procession, seeking thus to avoid bloodshed. 


Attack Independence Club. 

At 8 o’clock about 1,500 socialists gathered 
outside the Independence club and announced 
their intention of entering and tearing down 
the council room. A large force of police 
was present and was assisted by 150 promi- 
nent citizens. 

The mob made an effort to enter, but was 
vigorously opposed by the police. A fight 
ensued, and amid the wildest clamor a num- 
ber of persons were stabbed, but the so- 
clalists were finally scattered. Fifteen min- 
utes. later; however, the socialists again 
gathered. By this time adherents of the 
coalition In large numbers appeared upon 
the scene and their appearance resulted in 
a free fight between the two factions. A 
dense mass of humanity surged in every di- 
rection, shouting and singing the * Marseil- 
laise °’ gre other songs. Knives, sticks, and 
stones Were used vigorously. 


Fight at Newspaper Office. 

Scattered fights continued in different 
quarters, and a section of the socialists 
marched to a building in which is published 
@ newspaper that supports the coalition, 
where they broke the windows and attempted 
to gain an entrance. The mob was held back 
by the police, while the printers and editors 
threw furniture from the windows on the 
heads of the crowd. Here, too, a‘number of 
persons received wounds. Finally, quiet was 
restored, and up to 10 o’clock there was no 
renewal of the disorders. 


Situation More Perilous. 

It is not thought that the rioting of tonight 
will have any effect on the general situation, 
which certainly has grown worse, while the 
feeling throughout Hungary against the dy- 
nasty is increasing. Among well informed 
persons it is believed that better counsel will 
prevail after the first flush of passion dies 
away. 

It is stated that the emperor has issued or- 
ders that In the event of disturbances harsh 
measures must be avoided if possible, but no 
one knows what will happen next. Revolu- 
tionary cries are freque ntly heard in the 
streets, an@an element of the population:is 
endeavoring to stir up the passions of the 
people. 

It is certain that parliament will not meet 
Oct. 10 under the existing circumstances, and 
it may even be dissolved. Among the better 
class it is believed that everything hinges on 
the meeting Oct. 3 of the various parties ad- 
hering to the coalition. This meeting will 
take the form of a national conference, and it 
is hoped that demonstrations will be avoided 
and that some way out of the difficulty will be 
suggested. In the meanwhile the crisis un- 
doubtedly ‘is a serious one. 


Coalition Manifesto Issued, 
The committee of the coalitionists issued 
a manifesto to the nation in reply to the pro- 
gram submitted to its leaders by the emperor- 
king. The manifesto declares that some 
points of his majesty’s program are not in 
conformity with the constitution, referring 
especially to his contention that the question 
of the language of command in the Hun- 
garian army must be entirely eliminated 
from discussion. It is asserted that this is 
equivalent to the abolition of the nation’s 
right to control its own affairs, for which 
there is no legal authority. 
The manifesto, inconclusion, says: * 
“We desire to conclude a just treaty of 
commerce with Austria on the basis of an 
independent customs sphere for both parties. 
The decision as to whether we shall estab- 
lish an independent customs sphere or main- 
tain a common fiscal system depends on the 
free will of the Hungarian dict.” 
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WANTS DOMINGO HERSELF. 


Mrs. Reader Notifies Roosevelt to 
Keep Hands Off. 


PLEA TO SECRETARY ROOT, 


Says She Will Pay $30,000,000, if 
Necessary, to Gain Point. 


New York, Sept. 27.—[{Special. ]—‘ I am pre- 
pared to"pay the entire foreign debt of Santo 
Domingo,"’ said Mrs. Elis Rawls Reader to- 
day, “ whether the amount due shall prove 
to be $10,000,000, $20,000,000, or $30,000,000, or 
more. I shall be ready to meet it Just as soon 
as it has been determined by a properly con- 
stituted commission. } 

‘* What I object to,” she continued, “Is 
that Santo Domingo shoul@be snatched from 
my hands by our president, the president of 
the United States of America, and handed 
over to William Nelson Cromwell.” 

Mrs. Reader wrote to Secretary of State 
Root today, demanding that he cause the 
United States government's pressure to be 
removed from Santo Domingo, let the people 
of that republic govern themselves, and per- 
mit her to carry out the. colossal contract 
she entered into with President Morsles. 


Says People Want Relief. 

‘The people of Santo Domingo are chafing 
under present conditions,”’ she went on, “ and 
constantly are appealing for me to bring 
them relief and take charge of their finances. 
They have. only been checked by my con- 
stant advice to them to be moderate, above 
all things, and refrain from violence and 
bloodshed. 

‘The people of the United States are more 
than anxious to be joined to South America 
by bonds of friendship as well as by commer- 
cial relations. The people of the United 
States are indeed friends to the states of 
South America and are not trying to bully 
them into annexation or submission to the 
‘big stick.” And South America, un the 
other hand, today stands eagerly ready to 
receive us, willing for us to exterid to her— 
not ‘the big stick,’ wut the hand of friend- 
ship. 

“Tt is a serious mistake to think that 
South America {s a heathen country and 
needs to be conquered. Asa matter of fact, 
South America today is in some respects far 
ahead of the United Siates.” 


Letter to Secretary Boot. 

The letter which Mrs. Reader sent to Sec- 
retary Root says:

I am further empowered to enter tito negotia- 
tions for the conclusion of a treaty with the gov- 
ernment of the United States of America which 
shall promote the best Interests of both countries

A banker is a debtor, a creditor, a man of 
affairs, often. required to be prophetic in 
looking into the next year.

When a monopoly 
exists put the government over it and see 
that it continues as a regulated monopoly. 

“Now, for the governor, I want to say 
that a gradual improvement -is coming 
through all administrations.

From discoveries now being made it has 
become apparent that the attorneys who 
codified the Chicago ordinances made and 
unmade a good deal of law without the as- 
sistance of the city council. Gradually the 
various city officials. including the mayor, 
have been missing highly respected ordi- 
nances. 

With increasing dismay they have been 
investigating the codification and yesterday 
reached what might be described as a “ state 
of mind.” It was discovered that the 
mandatory track elevation ordinance was 
among the missing, that the law governing 
the running of street cars was gone, and an- 
other prized act of the city council describing 
the writs on which gamblers can be arrested 
had been consigned to the ~waste paper 
basket. 

Furthermore, the announcement was made 
in the law department that an attempt 
seemed to have been made to “ repeal all the 
statutes of Illinois.” A general repealing 
clause had been included in the codification, 
affecting not only all ordinances which were 
not fortunate enough to get inside the new 
code but also “ all other laws not included.” 


Aldermen Mix in Fight. 

Not only the city lawyers have been hop- 
ping around lively but also the aldermen, 
who adopted the code, ‘are out after it with 
clubs. The result is apt to be its repeal at 
an early meeting of the council and its re- 
adoption with the missing laws included. 

The council passed the code on the assur- 
ance of Assistant Corporation Counsel Sex- 
ton that “ there was nothing newinit.”* Mr. 
Sexton said that it would have to be taken 
“on trust,’’ as it was too bulky and yvolumi- 
nous to admit of investigation. The council 
did take it so. The first awakening came 
when the discovery was made that the at- 
torneys had made a new law, regarding- the 
laying of drains, The old ordinance admit- 
ted the use of tile in certain cases. The 
lawyers’ ordinance allowed the use only of 
iron pipe. 

Recently the additional discovery was made 
that the right to pardon dogs from the pound 
had been taken away from the mayor, That 
caused Mr. Dunne to sit up and say things. 


John O’Neill Misses a Friend. 

Meanwhile Track Blevation Expert John 
O’Neill found that his track elevation or- 
dinance was gone. Mr. O'Neill had this or- 
dinance passed when he was an alderman. 
It has been the pride of his official days. 
It never has been used, all elevation being 
by contract with the railroads, but Mr. 
O’Nelll used to sit back in his office and 
admire this law, thinking what a fine club it 
would make if any refractory railroad re- 
fused to agree to a contract ordinance. 

When he discovered that the attorneys had 
discarded it and that the repealing clause put 
it clear out of existence he nearly went 
through the roof. When he came déwn he 
decided that the best policy was to keep his 
knowledge to himself until the oversight 
could be remedied.

Give Result of Autopsy.

His financial 
affairs were in good condition, his domestic 
relations were altogether pleagant, and he 
was in good health and spirits.
